TEN MILLIONS 
IDLE,SAYS U.S. 
LABOR OFFICIAL 


New York, Jan. 24.—There are ten 
million jobless persons in the United 
States today, Dr. George W. Kirchway, 
federal director of employment for 
New York state, declared in an address 
‘in Brooklyn tonight. 

Dr. Kirchwey predicted that there 
would be a period “not terrible, but 
serious,” while soldiers and war work- 
ers were being replaced in peace time 
industries. Quoting President Wilson 
as saying before he left for France that 
he was going to “ leave the solution of 
the period of reconstruction to the good 
sense of the American people,” Dr. 
Kirchwey asked: 

“Why didn’t President Wilson go be-

FUND 
WINS SENATE 


After Big Fight Last- 
ing Week. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Spe 
cial.]—After the most stubborn fight 


ate today passed the bill appropriating 
$100,000,000 to relieve starvation in 
Europe. 

The vote was 53 to 18. The vote was 
nonpartisan, but most of the opposti- 
tion came from Republicans. 

No measure offered by the adminis- 
tration during the last year has en- 
countered such stormy going as the 
food bill has. For a week, the meas- 
ure has been the target for a violent 
bombardment, based largely upon the 
slogan “Feed America first” and the 
charge that it was framed to aid the 
market for packers’ products. 

The bill has been passed by the 
house. Because of some changes by 
the senate, it will be sent to confer- 
ence, but it is expected the appropria- 
tion will be available within a few 


days.

Disputes for settlement are divided 
'into two classes—justiciable and non- 
justiciable—and each state will be the 
final judge as to whether a dispute | 
is justiciable or not. 

The establishment of a permanent 
court of international justice for the 
settlement of justiciable disputes is. 
proposed, and until it is créated a court 
of atbitration is suggested. Hither a |

The plan maintains that in either 
case all that ought to be attempted at 
present is to see that there shall be a 
deliberate public discussion and that 
international publi¢ opinion and not 
formal coercive machinery shall be ap- ! 

It is held that the world is 
not yet ready for such machinery. 
| There are two cases only in which it 
is planned that the league should apply 
coercion to sovereign states. 


How the Plan Would Work. 


The first case would be where one 
disputant had complied with the unan- 
imous report of the conference or coun- 
cil of. the league or with the award of 
the court of arbitration,while the other 
disputant refused to accept this as 
final. The league would have to assist 
the complying state if the other should 
offer violence. 

_The second case would be that of an 

aggressive power which insisted on 
going to war without allowing the 
league time to discuss the case prop- 
erly. 
The league’s members would be 
bound in both cases to sever diplomatic, 
commercial, and economic relations 
with the offending state. The military 
or naval steps necessary to enforce 
obedience to agreements of the league 
would be decided by the council. 6 

Limitations which international law 

now impose on warlike actions would 
not apply to the league, which would 
have a free hand. Provision would 
be made to cover the matter of ex- 
penses, aid given by one member of 
i league to another in connection 
with belligerent action, and protection 
from results of hostile action because 
of compliance by any state with the 
covenants of the league. 


Treaties to Be Canceled. __ 

The plan looks to the caneellation of 
treaties incompatible with the tenets 
of the league and calls for a provision 
regarding the publicity of treaties as 
well as reconsideration of obligations 
on occasions. 

The question of disarmament is held 
to be difficult, although more or leés 
lcomplete disarmament is considéfed 
necessary to peace. It is suggested 
that there might be some step toward 
the abolishment of conscription as one 
measure of the plan. 

The plan would prohibit any nation 
having forces or armamefit sufficient 
for the purpose to indicate an intention 
of employing them aggressively.

“Navy reports show that with the 
Ticonderoga were lost ten officers and 
102 men: three naval officers and five 
enlisted men were saved. The army 
reports show the loss of two officers 
and ninety-nine enlisted men; only four- 
teen privates were saved. 


Report Made by Officers. 

“Two naval officers, Lieuts. F. L. 
Muller and J. H. Fulcher, were taken 
prisoner on the U-152.- Muller, who 
was the Ticonderoga’s executive officer, 
and Fulcher, the first assistant engi- 
neer, have made a report to the navy 
department which gives the details of 
the sinking of their ship. It follows, as 
far as given out: j 

“‘The U. S. S. Ticonderoga, pr 
ceeding eastward with a cargo of rail- 
road cars and 113 army personnel, had 
dropped behind her convoy in misty 
weather Sept. 30, 1918. At 5:40 a. m., 
in position 44 degrees 30 minutes north, 
39 degrees 15 minutes west, U-152 ap- 
peared about 1,000 yards on the star- 
beam and opened with shrapnel. Thirty 
shots were fired, burning and demol- 
ishing the radio house and super- 
structure and killing four men at the 
six inch gun. 

“*™Many of the crew and passengers 
were wounded, but neither the for- 
ward nor the after guns had been in- 
submarine submerged 
at 6:15 upon sighting the U. 8S. 8. Gal- 
veston. The last radio message was 
sent from the Ticonderoga at 6 a. m. 
She had not been holed below the 
water line.’ 

First Attack .a Failure. 

“From another naval source come’ 
these additional facts concerning the 
Ticonderoga. The first attack was not 
the one which finished the vessel. After 
the Galveston had gone on her way 
and rejoined the rest of the convoy, the 
17-152 reappeared on the port side of 
the transport. It was then about 7:30 
a.m. By 8:30 the Germans had finished 
her off with about forty well placed 
shells.”

Thought She Was with Friends. 


McDonald returned home at 2 a. m. 

He knocked on the door 
several times and received no response, 
so he entered with the use of his key. 
He gianced into his sister’s bedroom 
and saw that it was empty, but was not 
alarmed. 

“I thought she had decided to stay 
all night with one of her friends up 
north,” he said last night. “I knew 
nothing of her death until they told 
me she was in the undertaker’s. I 
would not believe it until I saw the 
body. I can ascribe no other cause of 
death than an automobile accident.” 


“Body All in a Heap.” 

Allan McLean, a private in the mo- 
tor transport corps, who works in a 
garage where government cars are 
} housed, and a block from the place 
where the body was found, told last 
night of finding the body. 

“TIT was on my way to the garage 
from the pier when I saw the body,” 
he said. “It was near the south curb 
on Erie street, about 225 feet west of 
Lake Shore drive.

SMOKING CHIMNEYS. 

If the activities of the city smoke inspection de- 
partment have in any degree mitigated the smoke 
horror the general public has failed to observe it. 
The cloud of smoke and soot and cinders in which 
we are enveloped could hardly be worse. 

Now, after the winter is half over, Mr. Reid, the 
smoke inspector, calls on the people of Chicago to 
get out and observe chimneys. If the puBlic will 
bring in the evidence the smoke inspection depart- 
ment will prosecute the violators. 

His statement is an admission that the smoke 
nuisance can be reduced to a minimum. It is an 
admission that vigorous court action will bring 
about a substantial compliance with the ordinances. 

But to call on the public to do the work which 
the department itself ought to do is merely an 
evasion, an effort to escape responsibility. The 
average man can, of course, watch chimneys, but 
he would have his trouble for his pains. He is not 
qualified to make technical observations or to pre- 
pare evidence for a court. 

Once it became firmly established in the public 
mind that prosecutions would follow every time a 
smoke inspector discovered a violation there would 
be a corresponding alacrity on the part of building 
owners to comply with the law. What we need is 
an exhibition of determination to impose a penalty 
on every violator as soon as he is discovered. A 
few fines would have a more salutary effect than 
any number of appeals to citizens for assistance.

ONDON, Jan. 24.—The vastness of the task 

before the proposed league of nations in re- 

storing order in eastern Europe and Asia is 

illustrated by the amount of work which the 
British army still has to perform. 

More than two months after the armistice there 
are in the region beyond the Caspian inhabitants 
who do not know yet that the war is over and 
have recently been informed that German sub- 
marines have sunk 30,000 British troops in the 
Caspian. As a large number of German and Aus- 
trian troops are there as well as a force of bol- 


sheviki, the British have their hands full in pro- 
tecting the peaceful tribesmen. 

To maintain communication with this force and 
also to see that the armistice terms are carried 
out, it is necessary to keep other British garrisons 
in the region north of the Caucasus, while in Silesia 
there is still another force. They are needed there 
especially on account of the Armenians. 

The Turks are showing the old truculent spirit 
toward that unfortunate race. They do not seem 
to realize that they have been defeated, and it is 
only the convincing presence of the khaki detach- 
ments that prevents them from continuing the old 
system of oppression and extermination. 


Further to the southeast in Mesopotamia a con- 
siderable part of the expeditionary force remains 
and will have to remain. Here, after the lapse of 
centuries, good government has been introduced as 
the result of war, and it is absolutely necessary if 
order is to be maintained that some civilized nation 
should hold the reins of power. 

The natives are split into many mutually hostile 
tribes, and even such restraining influence as the 
Turks used to exercise has been withdrawn. More- 
over the British have in the last three years made 
great improvements. Basra has been made into a 
port with every modern facility. Navigation of 
the rivers has been improved. Hundreds of miles 
of railway have been constructed. Bagdad has 
been transformed into a prosperous city and im- 
provements in irrigation in addition to the increase 
in security have enormously increased agricultural 
production. If the British were to withdraw, all 
these developments would fall into ruin. 


Meanwhile in eastern Europe the British forces 
are engaged in international police work and are

MISTAKES IN DISCHARGE 
CERTIFICATES. 

Wheaton, Ill., Jan. 15.—[{Friend of the 
Soldier.J]—I was discharged from Camp 
Grant last week. My “ character” was 
not indicated on my discharge certifi- 
cate and the color of my eyes was stated 
wrongly. What shouldI do? H.D.S. 

It is highly important that your discharge 
certificate be made out correctly. It is sug- 
gested that you go back to Camp Grant, if 
it is possible, and personally arrange with 
your former commanding officer for the nec 
eesary corrections. This is most advisable. 
Your “character” should be “ excellent,’’ 
unless your army service record shows a 
court-martial or unless you got into serious 
trouble while in service. It is comparatively 
unimportant that the color of your eyes 
was misstated, but you should make every 
effort to have the mistake regarding your 
character rectified. If you cannot attend to 
the matter personally, send your discharge 
certificate to your former commanding offi- 
cer by registered mail and request him to 
make the corrections.

Five Hundred Start Bitter 


Quarrel Over School 


Sites. 


An “indignation meeting " called by 
the North Side Ciyic Improvement as- 


sociation of Oak Park to interest the 
south side residents of the village in 
defeating the school board proposition 
to be voted on Feb. 1 as to the pur- 
chase of property for school buildings 
broke up in a row last night at Odd 


Fellows hall, Oak Park, where the 


meeting was held. 


“Indignation,” said a south sider, “I 


haven’t heard so much indignation ex- 
pressed in months as I heard tonight.” 

The north siders charge that the Oak 
Park board is making a mistake in in- 
vesting $68,000 for land known as the 
“toothpick property” at Augusta 
street and Fair Oaks avenue. They 
charge that property within two 
blocks of the “ toothpick” can be pur- 
chased for $15,000. 

Counter Charges. 

The south siders waxed indignant at 
the presumption of the north siders in 
telling them of their troubles, and coun- 
ter charged that the meeting was called 
because the north siders knew a school 
would cause property to deteriorate in 
value. At the height of the arguments 
everybody at the meeting left the hall. 
There were more than 500 people at the 
meeting. 

Dr. N. H. Adams, head of the north 
side association, presided. He inti- 
mated that the property had come into 
the hands of Bernard H. Goldsmith, 
430 Green street, Chicago. He also 
stated that property on the south side 
which is being considered by the school 
board"is owned by Goldsmith. Several 
days ago it was charged that a Mr. 
Herrick, a member of the schoo! board, 
is also attorney for Dunlop & Co., feal 


estate dealers. The Dunlop company | 


has charge of both pieces of property. 
Charges Inefficiency. 

John W. Martin charged the school 
board with inefficiency in the handling 
of the Whittier school. He stated that 
$75,000 had been expended for two 
school buildings. 

“Come up to the north side,” he said; 
“we'll show you the most horrible ex- 
cuse for a school you ever saw.” 

W. J. Kendrick, secretary of the 
association, drew the attention of his 
hearers to the $600,000 expended by 
the board on the high school. 

“They can't get any more money 
for the high school,” he said, “so now 
they are using the grammar schools.” 

Meeting Grows Heated. 

C. H. Crysler, a resident of the south 
side, demanded to know why Kendrick 
was “casting aspersions on the school 
board.” 

He was stopped by cries of “ Put 
him out!” A woman cried: _ 

“Well, what are you coming down 
here for?” 

“Go home, if you don’t like it,” said 
some one in the crowd. 

Everybody started to talk at once, 
and the meeting broke up. 


MADISON STREET 
OWNERS OPPOSE 
SUBWAY PLANS 


Considerable opposition -was mani- 
fested yesterday by West Madison 
street property owners against the 
plan of M. J. Faherty, president of 
the board of local improvements, for 
a system of lower level streets as a 
solution of the traction question.

Cite “Spirit of Times” 
Making Offer. 


A proposal to settle the difference of 
opinion between President Peter Rein- 
berg of the county board and other 
members of the board in the handling 


of affairs of the forest preserve by sub- 
mitting them to a board of three 
judges was made yesterday to Mr. 
Reinberg in a communication signed 
by eight members of the board. 

Those who signed the letter were 
Commissioners William MacLean, 
Charles N. Goodnow, Frank J. Wilson, 
George A. Miller, Dudley D. Pierson, 
Robert W. McKinlay, Joseph M. Fitz- 
gerald, and Joseph Carolan. 

The commissioners, according to the 
terms of the letter, would select one 
judge, Mr. Reinberg one, and these 
two would select the third. 

Cites “ Sptrit of Times.” 
The letter to President Reinberg 


says: 

“The difference between us orig- 
inated first not in a question of policy, 
but in what we believe to be an unlaw- 
ful assumption of authority, an ignor- 
ing of the rights of the great body of 
the commission, and casting reflection 
upon the honesty and integrity of the 
members. 

“We contend that in this country the 
spirit of our times and the stability of 
our institutions is based upon the right 
of the majority to rule. To this axiom 
we think we ail agree, the only differ- 
ence between us being under the forest 
preserve law what is the method under 
which the majority may exercise that 
right. 

“We admit that under the law, if 
the rules must be amended by ordi- 
nance, that you have the power of 
veto, and as long as you can control 
one vote by any method you may em- 
ploy ito stand with you, that you two 
control the board against the express 
will of thirteen other members. 

“ There is so much to do and the pub- 
lic has a right to demand that the 
legality of the questions at issue be 
settled at once, in order that the acts 
of the board may possess validity.” 

Reinberg’s Reply. 

In reply to this President Reinberg 
issued a statement which will be pre- 
sented to the board of forest preserve 
commissioners at the next meeting. 
Mr. Reinberg says: 

“TI had already prepared a proposal 
to the board of forest preserve commis- 
sioners which I intend to present at 
the next regular meeting. I submit the 
plan now to you, that the Chicago bu- 
reau of public efficiency be requested 
to make a careful survey of the vari- 
ous controversial problems with which 
he board is now concerned and to 
make its recommendations for the solu- 
tion thereof which will be most bene- 
ficial to the taxpayers and the district. 
“I submit this to you as a counter 
proposition of settlement of the contro- 
versy.”

$3,000 BANDIT 


FIRE ESCAPE DUEL 


Shoots at Gun Flashes: 
Wife Mourns “Model 


;He ought to be home soon. 
,» bandit who was killed is not my hus- 


George Kvapil, bandit and motor 


' truck owner, was shot and killed yes- 


terday afternoon by Patrolman Har 
Miller. The policemen, recently put in 
Plain clothes, clung to a fire escape 
and killed the bandit through a fourth 
‘tory window, having no mark to shoot 
at but the flashes of the robber’s gun 
in the darkened room. 

Kvapil, just before he was killed, had 
slugged Manny Goodman, saloonkeep- 
er, 1411 South Canal street, and robbed 
him of $3,000. Goodman had been in 
the habit of cashing checks for labor- 
ers in the employ of the Baltimore and 
Ohio and Soo Line railroads. 

It was pay day yesterday, and he 
was returning from the bank with the 
money. He left the street car at Four- 
teenth and Canal streets. Kvapil 
stepped up and struck him with a 
blackjack. Goodman dropped the 
money, which he was carrying in a 


box. 
: Victim Shows Fight. 


Kvapil stooped to get it. Although 
Goodman’s jaw was almost crushed by 
the blow, he did not lose his head. He 
clinched with Kvapil. The bandit 
wrenched himself loose and ran west 
on Fourteenth street. 

Under the Soo line viaduct the flee- 
ing man halted long enough to fire 
twice at his pursuers. The pursuit 
persisted and he was cornered and 
killed in a building at 543 West Thir- 
teenth street. 

Out at the dead bandit’s home last 
night, at 2404 South Fifty-sixth court, 
Cicero, a quiet residential district, a 
very different picture presented itself. 
A reporter for THE TRIBUNE broke the 
news to the bandit’s widow. He told 
her how the identification had been 
made through receipt slips in his 
pocket.

BURGLAR BARES 


‘TRUST’ BUSINESS 
IN STOLEN FURS 


Brother - Sister Held 
as Head of $500,000 


Operation. 


The existence of a “ burglars’ fur 
trust,” with headquarters in Chicago 
and agencies all over the United States, 
which has cost Chicago furriers $100,- 
000 in the last two months, was dis- 
closed yesterday through the confes- 
sion of Bud Wilmott, 50 years old, 5420 
South Wabash avenue, a Negro bur- 
giar. 

The two alleged heads of the “trust” 
are now under arrest, their alleged op- 
erations having amounted to at least 
$500,000 a year, according to an esti- 
mate made by Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney John M. Lowery. The heads of 
the “trust,” according to Wilmott’s 
story, are Mrs. Amelia Englander, 4919 
Glenwood avenue, owner of a pawn- 
shop at 411 South Clark street, and her 
brother, Louis Cohen, a pawn broker 
at 423 South Clark street. 

Both pawnbrokers indignantly dented 
that they were connected with thefts 
f furs. Attorney Stephen A. Malato 
threatened to seek their release on a 
writ of habeas corpus, and they were 
booked on charges of conspiracy. 


Police Record to 1887. 


Wilmott, whose police record as a 
criminal dates back to 1887, gave de- 
talls of the workings of the “trust.” 
Because of’ this information the police 
and Assistant State’s Attorney Lowery 
now suspect that John Maroney, Frank
